PREFACE. 
T was once the diſtreſſed Caſe of thoſe Mariners in To- 
nah, that by no means conld ſave _— from 
Shipwrack, they rowed and they prayed, ana they did 
what men could doe, and yet the Sea wrought, and the anory 
waves beat upon them, till that ſleepy Jonah, for whoſe [ake 
it was this Evil came upon them, was thrown overboard in- 
to the Sea It were worth the while to fit down and think 
in this perilous ſeaſon of deluſion and diviſion, whereby men 
are all in a Tempeſt, the great God influencing the ſtorms in 
his juſt Indignation ; and though there are thoſe that rowe 
hard and pray hard, no abatement of the danger, but the 
Heavens are darker and darker over ougi\heads : I ſay it 
were worth the while to enquire into the — mrkBt what 
the Cauſe i of theſe ſwellings of Jordan, and Innundations 
of ſuch Seas that we never ſaw worſe, novr.\more dangerous 
to deſtroy us all : like that Tempeſt upon the Adriatick Sea, 
of which the Apoſtle gave his Opinion,t Thi : this Voyage 
would be with hurt and much damage, nt only © ho 
Lading and Ship, but alſo of their Liv, A#. .27. It 
is readily confeſt of all hands amonst thoſeFhat pretend to 
the leaſt degree of Wiſdom, That ſin in gener is the Cauſe 
of all this. They muſt aſſemble themſelves amon,\t thoſe that 
ſit is the Seat of Scorners, and declare themſelvvs to have 
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taken the higheſt degree in Atheiſm and defiance of a God, 
that will not yield us this point : They muſt nreſt the Reins 
of Providential Government out of Gods hands, and put them 
into the hanas of blind Chance and Fortune, and. then the 
World ts like to be well governed ; and thoſe of this Belief 
may chance to get to Heaven, if blind Fortune do but kizow 
the way. But now the queſtion will riſe, For whole ſins? and 
for what ſins? For the firſt of theſe, it muſt neceſſarily be 
aranted, that the ſins of great men have more of the ſoiris 
of Provocation in them, than the ſins of men of low degree : 
and the fins of the Pri:fts are wore full of bloody Circum- 
ſtances than the ſins of the Laity, and the Epidemicalneſs of 
ſin cryes for Extirpation with a leuder voice, than the ſins of 
ſome few diſeaſed perſons that through Incogitancy have made 
themſelves out of frame. And further, the more Mercies 
and Deliverances men ſin againſt, and the greater Goſpel. 
light, and the more ſacred Vows and Reſolutions they ſin 
againſt, the more is their ſin like to bring down ſuch kind of 
Judgments as ſhall not be prayed away : And theſe Refletti- 
os will juſtifie God in the Equality of his proceedings, if we 
all nents from off this geod Land, But if you atk me for 
what particular ſin, or way of ſinning it s that the Loyd is 
angry with ws; I would as ſoon lay the blame upon the 
Drunkenneſs of the Nation, as upon any one branch of that 
Prophaneneſs that is gone abroad. And the reaſons are

In the end it will bite like a Serpent, aud ſting like a Cockatrice: +, 


He begins thus : Lg + wa 

Fer, art thou alſo blind ?” Watchman, art” thou: alfo 
drunk, or aſleep ? Or hath a Spirit' of lumber pat 
out thine Eyes? Up'to thy Watch-Tower, what 
deſcrieft thou '? Ah {.ord ! ' what end or number is + 
there of the Vanities which _ Eyes ate weary af behalt: 
ing? But what ſeeſt thou? I ſee men: walking like the 
tops of trees ſhaken with the wind, like” Maſts of Ships 
recling on the tempeſtuous Seas : Drunkennefs I meas, 
that hatefull Night-bird ; which was wont'to' wait for the 
Twilight, to ſeek Nooks and Corners, to.avoid the howrt- 
' ing and wonderment of Boyes and Girles'; Now as if it 
were ſome Eaglet, to dare the Sun-light, to'fly abroad ar 
high Noon in every Street, in opea Markets and Fairs; 
without fear or ſhame, without controul or puniſhment, to 
the diſgrace of the Nation, the out-facing of Magiſtracy and 
| B Mi- 
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Miniſtry,- the -utter undoing ( without timely;prevention): 
of Health and Wealth, Piety and Vertue, Town and Coun- 
trey, Chuzch and Common-wealth. And doeſt thou like 
. a dumb Dog hold thy peace at theſe things? doſt thou with 

Solomon's Sluggard fd thine, hands in thy Boſom, and give 
thy ſelf tg-caſe and ranger while the envious man 
cauſeth the noxſomegſt and baſegſt+of Weeds tq-over-run the 
clioiceſt Ezex of God? Up and 'Arife, lift up thy Voice, 
ſpare not, and cry aloud ? What ſhall Tcry ? Cry, Woe 
and, Woe again te the Crown of, Pride, the 'Drunkards 
of I Take up a Parable,. and tell them how it fting- 
eth like the Cockatrice ; declare unto them the deadly poy- 
ſon of this odious: Sin. Shew them alſo the Soveraign An- 
tidote and Cure of it, in the *Cup that was drunk off 
by Him that was able to overcome .it.: Cauſe them to be- 
hold the brazen Serpent, and be healed. And what though 
ſome of theſe deaf Adders will not be charmed nor cured; 

ea though few or none of this ſwiniſh Herd of habitual 

runkards, accuſtomed to wallow in their mire ; yea, 
deeply and irrecoverably plunged by legions of Devils into 
the x thr Sea of their filthineſs ? what if not one of them 
will be waſhed and made clean, but turn again to. their 
Vomit, and trample the Pearls of all Admonition under 
feet ; yea, turn again and rend their Reprovers with ſcoffs 
and ſcorns, making . Jeſts and, Songs on their Ale-bench? 
Yet may ſome young ones be, deterred, and ſome Novices 
reclaimed, ſome Parents and Magiſtrates awakened to pre- 
vent and ſuppreſs the ſpreading of this Gangrene : And 
God have his work in ſuch as belong to his Grace. And 
what is impoſſible to the work of his Grace ? 

Go to then now ye Drunkards, liſten, not what I or any 
ordinary Hedge-Prieſt (as you ſtyle us ) but that moſt wiſe . 
and experienced Royal Preacher hath to ſay unto you. 
And becauſe you are a dull and thick eared Generation, 
he firſt deals with you by way of Queltion, a figure of 
force and impreſſion: To whom is woe, &c? You "= tro 
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fay, Woe' be to -Hypocyites;/ Ifsitrae, ww beto ſuch and 
all-other wittihg and willing Snners:;” buv there ar6 ho.kind 
of Offerders -on 'whom: Woe doth: fo palpably,. inevitably 
attend, as to-you 1Drunkards;- . You 'proffiiſe your ſelves 
Mirth,/Pletfure, .and-Jollity! in- your Cups ; but: fort.one- | 
drog.of your -mad> Marth;” be fare"of Gallons and Tons bf 
Woe, Gall,,/Wormwood,:'and/ bitterneſs there and hereaf- 
ter. Other Sinners ſhall taſte of the Cup, bur you ſhall 
drink off the dregs of God's' Wrath and Difpleatire. - To 
whom Strife 2: You talk of: good fellowthip'and friendſhip, 
but Wine is a rager 4nd'tumutttous,' #4 mocker, * milie-biite, 
and>ſets you a quarrelting, .ard 'thedling:'” Whetr wit's our 
of the.

lent Serpent, whoſe Poyſon is pleaſant and deadly. All 
the woes he hath mentioned before, were but as: the 
ſting of ſome Emmet, Waſp or Nettle, in compariſon' of 
this Cockatrice, which 1s- even unto death ; death 
ſpeedy, death painful, and woful death, and that as na: 
turally and inevitably as Opiam procureth Sleep, as H: {-

Three forked 1s the Sting, and threefold'is rhe Death 
it procureth to *ll that are ſtung therewith. The firft. 
is, the Death of Grace; the ſ{ccond 'is, of the Body ; tht 
third is, of Soul and Body efernal. All- fin is the Poy- 
ſon wherewithall the old Serpent and 'red Dragon enve- 
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nomes the Sopk of -Man, but'no fin (except ir be that which 
&s ugto Death )ſo mortal asthis,- which though not ever un- 
pardonably, yet for the RIES is ;alſo irrecoverably- and 
inevitably unto death.” / Seeſt thous one: bitten with any 
other.

Wine, that he may diſcover 
their nakedneſs, and glory+ in their Foyl and folly. In a 
word, excels of Wine, and the ſpirit of Grace are oppo- 
ſites ; the former expells the latter out of the Heart, as 
Smoak doth Bees out of the Hive ; and makes the. man 
a meer Slaye and Prey to Satan and his ſhares ; when, 
by this Poyſon he hath put out his Eyes, and ſpoyled him 
of his ſtrength, he uſeth him as the Phil;ftines did Samp- 

" ſon, leads him in a ſtring whither he pleaſeth, like a ve- 
ry drudge, ſcorn, and make-ſport 'to himſelf and his

= Vices. And that I take to be the reaſon why Drun- 
kenneſs is not ſpecially pam in any one of the Ten 
Commandments, becauſe it is not the fingle breach of any 
one, but in effect the violation of all and every one : It 1s 
no one ſin, but all fins, becauſe it is the In let and Sluce 
to all other Sins. The Devil having moiſtened and ſteep- 
ed him in his Liquor, ſhapes him like ſoft Clay, into what 
mould he pleaſct:: ; having jhaken oft his Rudder and Pi- 
fot, daſhes his Soul upon what Rocks, Sands, and Syrts 
he liſteth, and that with as much eaſe as a man may 
puſh down his Body with the leaſt thruſt of his Hand 
' or Finger. He that in his right Wits and ſober mood 
ſeems Lekigions, modeſt, chaſt, courteous, ſecret ; in his 
drunken fits, ſwears, blaſphemes, rages, ſtrikes, nll a, 
thily, 
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thily, blabs all ſecrets, commits folly, knows - no diffe- 
rence of Perſons or Sexes, becomes wholly at Satans com- 
mand, as a dead Organ, to be enacted at his -will and 
pleaſure. Oh that God would be pleaſed to open the 
Eyes of ſome Drunkard, to ſee what a Dunghill and Car- 
rion his Soul is become, and how loathſome effefts fol- 
low upon thy ſpiritual death, and ſting of this Cockatrice, 
which is the Fountain' of the other. two following, tem-- 
ral and eternal death, | ; 
How terrible a Theater of God's Judgments againſt” 
Drunkards, ſuch as might make. their Hearts to bleed and 
relent, if not their Ears to tingle ; to hear of a. taſte:of 
fome few ſuch noted and remarkable Examples of God's 
Juſtice, as have come within the compaſs of mine own. 
notice, and certain knowlecge ; I think I ſhould offend to 
conceal them fram the World, whom they may happily

Lived in ; twelve 
of the chief. are Graved on Copper "Plates, to deterr all 
others from the like Proyoking Sms, leaſt the like Judg-. 
ments do befall them. 


1. AA N Alewife in K#/grave near to Tp/wich, who would 

needs force three Serving-men ( that had been 
drinking in. her Houſe, ayd were taking their teaves ) ro 
ſtay and drink the three Outs hrit*; that” is, Wit out of 
the Head, Muney out-of the Purſe, Ale our of the Port ; 
as ſhe was coming towards: them with the Pot in her 


Hand,. 
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Hand, was ſuddenly taken ſpeechleſs and ſick, her Tongue 
fwoln in her ' Mouth, never recovered Speech, the third 
day after died. This Sir Antheny Felton, the next Gen- 
tleman and Juſtice, with divers other Eye-witneſſes of 
her Sickneſs, related to me ; whereupon I went to the 
Houſe with two or three Witnefles, and inquired - the 
truth of it. 

'* 2. Two Servants of a Brewer in 1pſwich, drinking for 
a _ of a Turkey, ſtrugling in their drink for it, fell 
into a ſcalding Cauldron backwards ; whereof the one died 
preſently, the other lingringly- and painfully, ſince my 
coming to Tpſwich.0 - 

3. Anno 1619, A Miller in Bromeſwell coming home drunk 
from Woodbridge, ( as he often did ) would needs go and 
Swim in the Mill-pond ; his Wite and Servants knowing 
- He could not Swim, diſſlwaded him ; once by intreaty got 
Him out of the Water, but in he would needs go again, 
and there was Drowned ; I was at the Houſe to inquire 
of this, and found it to be true. 

4. In Barawell near to Cambridge, one- at the Sign of 
the Plough, a luſty young man, with two of his Neigh- 
bours and one Woman in their company, agreed to 
drink a Barrel of ſtrong Beer, they drank up the Veſlel ; 
three of them died within twenty four hours, the fourth 
hardly eſcaped after great Sickneſs. This 1 have under 
a Juſtice of Peace his Hand near dwelling, beſides the 
common fame. | 

s. A Butcher in Haſtingfield hearing the Miniſter in- 
veigh againſt Drunkenneſs, being at his Cups in the Ale- 
houſe, tell a jefting and ſcoffing at the Miniſter and his 
'Sermons ; and as he was drinking, the Drink, or ſome- 
thing in the Cup quackled him, {tuck ſo in his Throat, 
that he could get it neither up ner down, but ſtrangled 
him preſently. | 

6. At Tillingham in Dengy Hundred in Eſſex, three young 


men meeting to drink Strong-waters, fell by grams - 
alt- 
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half pints: One fell dead in the Room, and the other 
prevented by Company coming in, eſcaped not without 
much ſickneſs. I 

7. At Bungey in Norfolk, three coming out of an Ale- 
houſe in a very dark Evening, ſwore, they thought it was 
not darker in Hell it ſelf : One of them fell oft the Bridge 
into the water, and was drowned : the ſecond fell off his 
Horſe, the third —_— on the Gre'ind by the Rivers- 
ſide, was frozen to-death : This have I often heard, but 
have no certain ground: for the Truth of it.

In Bohemia five Drunkards 
were Quaſting, and blaipheming the Name of God : And 
the picture of the Devil being! painted upon the wall, 
they drank healths to-him, who the night after paid them 
thetr Wages; for they were found dead. with their necks 
broken and quaſhed to pieces, as f a wheel had gone 
over them the blood. running out of their mouths, noftrils, 
and ears in a.Lamentable manner.

17. A Vintner that accuſtomed himſelf to ſ{wearin 
and drunkenneſs, as he was upon the Lords day ſtand. 
ing in his door with a pot in his hand to invite gueſts, 
there came ſuddenly ſuch a violent.

19, Armitus and Cinanipptis, two Syacuſians, being 
drunk, committed Inceſt with their two Daughters.

19, Cleomenes King of Laceaemonia, drinking himſelf 
drunken fell diſtrafted, never recovering his. wits again. 

20. Anacreon the Poet; a notable drunkard, was choak- 
ed with the Husk of a Grape. 

21. Zeno the Emperour was ſuch a drunkard, that 
he would often lye as one dead for many hours, ſo that 
he grew odious-to all, and to his own. Wife, who once 
finding him in that caſe, cauſed him to be Jaid in a 
Tomb, with a great ſtone on the top of it, where he 
was miſerably pined to_ death : Plating, 
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22, But a few 'years fince in Gloxceſter-ſhire, an horrid 
Parricide was committed by another ungracious Son, be- 
ing drunken, upon his Father, whom he deſperately

23. The like unnatural villany was committed by ' one 
Purchas, an ©jjcx+ Moniter, upon the Body,of his Mother, 
whom he {lew for the ſame caule. 

24. John Miz inus reports, that Fliolmus King of. the 
Gris, was by his drunken. Servants thrown headlong ins 
to a great Vellel of Ale, and therein drowned. 

25. Plato, who elſewhere holds that men ſhoutd be 
ſober, and forbids drunkenneſs as an unſeemly thing * 
yet in the Feaſts celebrated to Bacchus, he lets looſe the 
reins to intemperancy, and thinks it then no fault at all 
to be drunk. | 

26. In the Pariſh of Caftleterra in the county of Cavan 
in Jreland, a Gentleman when he met with Jovial Com- 
rades, uſed to drink healths, and 'to fling the Glaſſes 
againſt the Walls : ke delighted alſo to 'contradict what 
Miniſters delivered in their Sermons, and having heard 
one preach of the benefits and tryal of a juſtifying Faith, 
after Sermon he demanded of the Preacher, Whether he 
could remove mountains ? It I could fee you do that; 
then (ſaid he) I would believe you had faith, other- 
wiſe not ; for doth not the Goſpel ſay, If a man have 
faith but as a grain of Muttard-ſeed, he ſhal! ſay to Moun- 
tains, Be removed hence , and it ſhall le done ? But at 
length this Gentleman was ſtrucken with the Small-pox, 
which got into his throat in ſuch manner} that he could 
not ſwallow, nor let down a little Beer to cool his ex- 
ceſſive internal heat, wherewith being tormented he broke - 
out into theſe expreſſions, to an honeſt man that ſtood 
by : © O Thomas, would I could now receive one of thoſe 
« plaſs-fulls of drink which formerly I have thrown againſt 
**the walls in a frolick : And afterwards when he ſaw 
there was no remedy but die he muſt, he faid again,

{hall be burned in the Furnace of Hell, an hotter Fur- 
nace, millions of millions of Ages: Therefore look to your 
ſelf, and be warned by. my Example, who mult be burned 
in Hell for ever; I muſt to the Furnace of Hell, millions 
of millions of Ages. The Miniſter offered: to him the

After his apprehen- 
ſion, he was brought ' before the Lord Mayor of Lonaon, 
to whom he declared” the , murder, and the circumſtances 
of it,: crying out for a little Time for his Soul, 'and:much- 
lamenting his Sin. That "_ he was committed to 
Newgate, and there lay exceedingly ſtartled about the ſtate 
of his Soul, ſaying often, What will become of my poor 
Soul! What ſhall I do tobe ſaved! beginning now to ſee the 
ſinfulneſs of fin. Whom, I may campare to Manaſſes in 
three reſpeAs. 1. As to matter of Fact; for Manaſſes 
ſhed much innocent blood, 2 Kznzs 21. 16. ſo did he 
ſhed ( too much ) innocent blood, 2. He ſomething -re- 
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embled Maraſſes in his Impriſonment, mentioned 2 Chr, 
33. 11. As Manaſſes was taken and bound with Fetters, 
lo was he: clapt in the. hole'or Dungeon of Newpate, 
with heavy Irons about his legs.

ſters and others, who opened the -Scriptures to- him, he 
began to underſtand { through the Grace of God) the 
Word of Grace. And though he had many good Books 
brought to him by divers viſiting Friends, yet he chiefly 
looked into the . holy: Scriptures themſelves, and- - found 
very much advantage, light 'and peace, by thele follow- 
ing paſſages out of the Old Teſtament, vz.

But by much ſpeaking to him 
by many good people, that he would apply Chriſt, and 
i by ſeeking, unto God for a ſpirit, of Faith for Vim, 
he did begin to act a faith of recumbency and adherg' ice, 
being ( as he often ſaid) perſwaded the Lord Jeſus Criſt 
was able to ſave to the uttermolſt, and willing to Wyve 
ſuch as come unto God by him ; yet he could rt Foc 
up to that full aſſurance of hope and confidence, ag he 
deſired; and we alſo deſired heartily on his behalf.. Yet 
for ſome certain dayes before his ſuffering death, it plea- 
ſcd the God of all Comfort, to give him Joy and Conſo- 
lation, and ſometimes ſtrong conſolation, infomuch that 
he would at times expreſs very great inward gladaels, 
which all that knew his former mournings} were glad to 
ſee, and glorified. God for. giving him the Joy of his 3al--- 
vation ; for he was ſo ſatisfied concerning the favour nd 
mercy of God towards him in Jeſus Chriſt, that he "m- 
ther now deſired Death then feared it ; as ſeeing | death 
through. Jeſus Chriſt; without a Sting, He' was exe- 
cuted in Cheapfide againlt Milk-ftreee end, and died peni- 
tently :

'Fields, he was put out Apprentice' to Mr. Collins, 

tner, at the Ship-Tavern in Ratcliff, where he lived 
about the ſpace of one year and three quarters : in which 
time he manifeſted himſelf to all that knew him, to be 
a meer Monſter in fin: in all that time he never once 
knew what it was to hear one whole Sermon ; but uſed 
to go in at one door, and out at the other; and ac- 
counted them fools that could ſpare ſo much time from 
fin, as two'or three hours on a Lords day, to ſpend in 
the Lords ſervice. *He ſpent the Sabbath commonly at the 
Ale-houſe, - or rather at:a baſe houſe, with that vile Strum- 
pet Hannah Blay, which was the cauſe of his ruine ; he 
was by a young man ( now gone to Sea) firſt enticed 
to go drink there, and after that he went alone, and 
now. and then uſed to bring her a Bottle or two of Wine, 
which ſatisfied not her wicked deſires ; but ſhe told him, 
if he would frequent her houſe, he muſt bring money 
with him : he told her often, he could bring none but 
his Maſters, and he never — his Maſter of two- 
nce in his Life: ftill ſhe enticed him to take it private- 

y : He replyed, he could not do it, becauſe the Maid 
was alwayes at home with him: Hang her Jade, faith 
this impudent Slut, knock her brains out, and I will re- 
tive the money ; this ſhe many times ſaid; and that day that 
he ——_— the murther, he was with her in the 
morning, and ſhe made him drunk with burnt Brandy, 
and he wanted one Groat to pay of his reckoning : ſhe

| ras Savage, born in the Pariſh of Giles in the 
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then again perſwaded him to knock the Maid on tke 
Head, and ſhe would receive the Money : he going home 
between twelve and one of the clock; his Maſter ſtand- 
ing at the Strect-door, did not dare to go in that way, 
but climbed over a back door, and cometh into the 
Room where his Fellow-ſcrvants were at dinner : O faith 
rhe Maid to him, Sirrah, you have been now at thi#Bawdy- 
Houſe, you will never leave till you are undone by them : 
He was much vexed at her ; and while he was at Din- 
ner, the Devil entred ſo ſtrong into him, that nothing 
would fatishe him but he muſt Kill her; and no other 
way, but with the Hammer ; to which end, when his 
Maſter was gone with all the reſt of his Family to*Church, 
leaving only the Maid and this Boy at home ; he goeth 
into the Bar, fetcheth the Hammer, and taketh the Bel-" 
lows 'in his hand, and fitteth down by the fire, and; 
there knocketh the bellows with the Hammer : the Maid: 
ſaith to him ; Sure the boy is mad, Sirrah, what do you make. 
this noiſe for ? He ſaid nothing, but went from the Chair, - / 
and lay along in the Kitchin Window, and knocked with/” 
the Hammer there; and on a ſudden - threw the HamP 
mer with ſuch force at the maid, that, hitting_her on 
the head ſhe fell down preſently, ſcreeching out : then. 
he taketh up the Hammer three times, and did not dare” 
to ſtrike her any more, at laſt the Devil was ſo great 
with him, that he taketh the Hammer and ſtriketh her® 
many blows with all the force he could, and ever rejoy-. 
ced that he had got the victory over her : which done: 
he immediately taketh the Hammer, and with it ' ffrikes/* 
at the Cupboard-Door in his maſters Chamber; whict. ? 
being bur ſlit Deal preſently flew open, and thence he - 
taketh out a Bag of Money, and putting it upon his arm,.* 
under his Cloak, he went out at a back-door ſtraight-” 


way to this baſe houſe again : when he came thither,,# 


the Slut would fain have ſeen What he had under his 
Cloak, and knowing what he had done, would very fain 
have 
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have had the Money ; he gave her half-a Crown, and 
away he went without any remorſe for what he had done. 
Going over a Stile, he ſat down ro reſt himſelf, and then 
began to think with himſelf; Lord what have I done ! 
and he would have given ten thouſand worlds he could 
have recalled the blow. After this, he was in ſo much 
horrour, that he went not one ſtep but he thought eve. 
ry one he met came to take him. He got that Night 
to Greexvich, and lay there ; telling the people of the 
houſe that he was to go down to Graveſend : that night 
he roſe and walked about, and knew not what to 
do, Conſcience fo flew in his face : The Miſtreſs of the 
houſe perceiving the Lad to have Money, and not fſeal- 
ed up, faid, 1 wiſh this Lad came by this Money honeſtly. 
The next morning he going away towards Wooltedge, 
the Miſtriſs of the houſe could not be fatished, but ſent 
for him back, and told him, Sweet heart, I fear you came 
not by this Money honeſtly. Tes, indeed Miſtris, ſaith he, I 
did ; for I am carrying of it down to Gravelend #9 my Ma- 
. fter, a Wine-Cooper. We live upon London-bridge, and if 
you pleaſe to ſend any one to my Miſtris, I will leave my Mo- 
ey with you. 

So there were ſome people going to London, and he 
writ a Note to ſend to his Miſtris, and he left the Mo- 
ney with the woman of the Houſe, and went his way, 
wandring toward Woolliedge, and there was in the Ship- 
yard ; about which time news came to Greezich of the 
Murther that was committed at Ratc/iff by a Youth, up- 
on his Fellow-ſervant, and that a Bag of Money was ta- 
ken away : the Miſtris of the Houſe forthwith concluded 
that fure it was the ſame Youth that was at her houſe, 
and that was the Money : whereupon ſhe ſent men out 
preſently to ſeek him : who found him in an Ale-houſe, 
where he had called for one pot of Beer, and was laid 
down with his head on the Table and faln aſleep: One 
of the men calling him by his name, Tom, ſaith he, Did 


you 
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you not live at Ratcliff? Helſaid, ' Tes : And did you not mur- 
ther your fellsw-ſervant ? He confeſſed it : AnNou took [0 
much Money from your Maſter, he acknowledged all : then 
ſaid they, Tow muſt g0 along with us : He laid, Tes, with 
all my heart. Sothey went forthwith ro Greenwich, to rhe 
houſe where he lay that night ; where when he came, 
he met his Maſter with ſome Friends, and when his Ma- 
ſter ſpake to him of it, he was not much affeQed ar firit, 
but atter a little while burſt out into many tears : thence 
he was conveyed to the Juſtice at Rarclrf, where he 
fully confeſſed the Fatt again, and by him was commir- 
ted cloſe Priſoner in the -Goal -of Newgate, where - Mr. 
H. B. ( who after ſome acquaintance with him, had 
this preceeding Narrative from his own Mouth ) came 
to ſee and ſpeak with him : and he ſeemed but little 
ſenſible of what he had done. Are you ( faid he ) the per- 
ſon that committed the murther upon the maid at Ratclift ? 
He iaid, Yes: O what think you of your condition ? What © db 


you think will become of your precious Soul ? you, have by this, 
Sin not only brought your body to the Grave, but your Soul = 
to Hell, without Gods Infinite mercy : Were ' you not tron- , 


bled for the Fai# when you did it ? Not for the preſent, 
Sir, ſaid he ; but ſoon after I was, when I began to think 
with my ſelf what I had done. The next time he asked 
him, whether he were ſorry for the Fatt? Hefaid, wring-, 
ing his hands, and ſtriking his breaſt, with tears in his 
Eyes, Tes, Sir, for it cuts me to the Heart to think that 
I ſhould take away the Life of a poor innocent Creature ;, and 
that is not all, but for any thins I know, I have ſent her 
Soul to Hell: O how can I think to appear before Gods Bar, 
when ſhe ſhall ſtand before me, and ſay, Lord, this wretch 
took away my Life, and gave me mot the leaſt ſpace that I 
might turn to thee : he gave me .n0 warning at all, Lord: 

O then what will become of me? © | 
Soon after the impriſonment of this Thomas Savaze, 
in Newgate ; upon the deſire of one of his Friends, Mr. 
G 2 W 
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R. F. and T. YV. went to him in the Priſon, and had li- 
berty, with much readineſs from the Keepers to diſcourſe 
with him : They asked him, it he were the perſon that 
had murthered the Maid? He anſwered, that he was ; 
they did then open to him the hainous nature of that 
ſin, endeavouring to ſet it home upon his Conſcience, 
telling him of the expreſs Law of God, Thou ſhalt not Kzll, 
and the expreſs threatnings, That whoſoever ſheddeth mans 
blood, by. man ſhall his blood be ſhed. They ſpake to him 
of the Law of the Land, and the puniſhment of Death

<x:) OO phy and exprelly 'forbidden in 
Gods Word, Eph, 5. 18. Be not drunk with wine, Luke 
21. 34. Take heed to your ſelves, leſk at any Time your 
Hearts be overcharged with ſurfeiting, and\'Drunkenneſs. Rom. 
$3::13. Let ns walk ' honeſtly as in the day, not in rio- 
tia iand Drunkenneſs. The -Drunkard+ cannot plead Igno- 
rance, that he did not know Drunkenneſs to be a fin ; 
he cannot plead for himſelf as Petey did for the Jews that 
put Chriſt to Death, A. 3. 17. 1 wot that through s- 
norante ye- did it, as did alſo "Jour Rulers; 1 Cor. 2. 8. 
For had - they: known it, they would not have Crucified the 
Lortl of Glory. Drunkards fin againſt light; both againſt 
the light of Nature, for Nature teacheth us that it is a

-15 accounted Rebellion ; Joo 24. 13. 7 hey are of thoſe t '1t 
rebell againſt the Light : and that 1s a hainous Sin, to . & 
Stubborn and Rebellious againſt the God of Heav&e. 
1 Sam. 15. 23. Rebellion is as the Sin of Witchcraft, ai 
Stubbornneſs is as iniquity. and 1dolatry. | 

Arg. 2. It is a Beaſtly Sin. 

Drunkennſs 1s a beaſtly Sin, in depriving a man of his 
Reaſon, and makes him carry himſelf like a Beaſt : it 44s 
a vile thing for a man to- degrade, and make himfglt 
like a Beaſt. Job 18. 3. Wherefore are we counted as Beaſts, 
and' reputed as wile in your Sight. Bildad thought himlelf 
and his Friends wonderfully diſparaged, when he thoughts 
they were counted as Beaſts; bur how do they vihfic 
and diſparage themſelves, who do in reality make them- 
"ſelves no better than bruit Beaſts by: their drunkennels : 
Yea this ſin makes a man worſe than a Beaſt ; the Als is 
a Silly Beaſt, yet the Aſs will not drink to exceſs, they 
drink no more than will quench. their thirſt, P/a/. 104. 
11. "The Wild Aſſes quench their thirſt : And therefore, * as 
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Solomon ſends the Sluggard to the Ant, Prov 6. 6. Go 
to the Ant thou fluagard, conſid:r her waves| and be wiſe , 10 
may I ſend the Drunkard to the wild Aﬀes : Go to the 
wild Aﬀes thou Drunkard, and conſider their wayes and 
be wiſe ; who having no guide, overſeer or ruler, never 
drink any more than will quench their thirſt, though 
they meet with the beſt and pleaſanteſt Springs, and pureſt 
Fountains under Heaven ; and wilt thou who haſt had 
many InſtruCtors, that, have taught thee the odiouſneſs 
of this ſin of Drunkenneſs, be inticed by the pureneſs of 
the Wine, or the pleaſantneſs of this drink, to drink to 
exceſs ? Toads and Serpents which are hateful Creatures, 
will not drink more than 1s ſuitable and convenient to 
their natures : And ſhall Man who was made after the 
Image of God, make himſelf worſe than a Toad or a Ser- 
dent by drinking to excels ! 

Arg. 3. It is a miſchievous Sin bath to Body, Soul, 
and Eſtate. 

Drunkenneſs is a moſt Mz{chievous Sin, and brings a 
world of miſchief along with it, both to Soul and Body, 
Eſtate and good Name. 

x. It doth great miſchicf to the Soul : For (1) Ir beſots 
and Stupifies the Soul, and eſtranges a mans Heart from 
God, who is his chiefeſt good : Hy. 4. 11. Whoredom 
and Wine, and new Wine take away the Heart : We may 
take Heart here tor the Underſtanding ; as Rom. 2. 21. 
Their fooliſh Heart was darkened : And {o it is true, that 
Wine takes away the Heart; that is, it ſtupifieth the 
mind, it blinds and darkens the underſtanding, and maketh 
mien ſottiſh ; as Jeremiah complains of the Jews, who were 
much additted-ro drunkenneſs. Jer. 4. 22. My People is 
Fooliſh, they have not known me, they are ſottiſh Chilaren, 
and have no underſtandins, they are wiſe to do evil, but to 
ao good they have no Kponleaze : Or we may take Heart 
tor the AﬀeCtions ; and fo it 1s true, that Wine takes away 
the Heart, for Drunkenneſs takes off the Heart from God

4. It blaſts a mans Reputation ; itis a ſhame fora man to 
have the brand of a Drunkard ſet upon him : Even Children 
will hout and deride a druvken mat), when they ſee him 
recl and ſtagger as he goerh in the Street. 

Arg. 4. Drunkenneſs is the Cauſe of many other 
S1ns. 

The greatneſs of the Sin of Drunkenneſs will appear 
from- hence, rhat it diſpoſeth a man to many other great 
and crying fins : as for Inſtance, 

1. Drunkenneſs diſpoſeth men to commit Uncleannels ; 
Prov. 23. 31, 33. Look not upon the Wine when it isred : — 
Thine Eyes ſhall behold flranve Womea. When men arc 
overcome with Wine, they are calily drawn to commit 
the worlt of uncleannelſs: Lzt though a Righteous man, 
being overtaken with Drunkenneſs, commited Inceſt twice. 
Eph. 5. 18. Be not arunk with Wine, wherein is exceſs. 
As Beza obſerves, Omnis rofafo eaque ſumma cum turpi- 
tudine conjuntta; All excels of riot, even that which is joyn- 
ed with the greateſt filthineſs : No filthineſs comes amiſs 
to a drunken man, who is ſhameleſs whileſt he 'is over- 
come with ſtrong drink. The Je-vse, who were much ad- 
dicted to Drunkenneſs, were greatly addicted to Whore- 
dom allo. Ho/. 4. 11, 18. Whoredom and Wine take avay 
the Heart : Their drink is ſowre, they have committed Whore- 
dom continually, Their drink is fowre, ſome interpret of rhe 
fwre belches drunkards have after their Cups : And ano- 
ther cftect of immoderate drinking Wine, befides the 
ſowring of 1t in the Stomach, is, that it provokes men 
to Whoredom. Hizrom hath a ſmart paſſage co this efteEt, 
Nanquam- ego ebrium caſtum putabo ; | ſhall never think a 
Drunkard can be a chaſte man. 

2. Drunkards are eaſily perſwaded to be Idolaters; fer 
they making .ztheir Belly their God, Phil. 3. 19, will 
ealily be perſwaded to bow down their Badies to an Idol, and 

comply 
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comply with any Religion which will ſuit beſt with ir In 
terelt : Hof. 3. 1. The Children of Iſrael who. look t4% other 
+ Gods, and Love Flagons of Wine. Dan. 5. 4. They (drank 
, Wine, and praiſed the Gods of Gold, and of Silver, of 
Braſs, of Iron, of Wood, and of Stope. B 

3. Drunkenneſs 1s accompanied with abundMce of. 
Vain Bablings, and Fooliſh and Idletalk, which men have 
together when they are 1n their Cups. Prov. 23. 29, 3o. 
Who hath Bablines ? They that tarry long at the Wine, And 
if any think there is no great hurt in thoſe Bablir:3s, and 
Fooliſh talking that Drunkards have when they t toge. 
ther at Inns or Alchouſes, let-ſuch conſider, 

(1.) That Vain Bablings hardens. the Heart, aad dif. 
pole a man to ungodly prattices. 2 Tim. 2. 16. But ſbuz. 
profane and wvain Bablings, for they will increaſe Jo more 
Unzodlineſs. lk | 

(2.) Though Fooliſh Talking and Jeſting 1s made 
Light of, and accounted by many a matter of Mirth, 
yet it is a ſin brings down Gods wrath. Eph. 5. 46. 
Neither filthineſs, nor Fooliſh talking, nor Jeſt ir, which are 
not convenient : Let no man\ deceive you with Vain. words ;; 
for becauſe of theſe thinzs cometh the wrath of God upon the 
Children of Diſobedrence. 

(3.) Men muſt give an Account for every Idle Word 
at the day of Judgment, and without Repentance they 
ſhall be condemned for their Idle Words, as well as their 
other ſins: Mat. 12. 36, 37. But I ſay unto you, that eve- * 
ry Idle word that min ſhall ſpeak, they ſhall 5+ve an account 
thereof in the day of Judgment : For by thy Wards thhu ſhalt 
be juſtified, and by thy words thou ſhalt be condemned. 

(4.) There are tew Drinkards, but they will mock 
and fſcoit and rail at the Minyſters and Servants of Chriſt, 
and ſing Songs of them, eſpecially when they arein their 
Cups : Prov. 20. 1. Wine is a mocker ; that is, it makes 
men Mockers. Mercer's note upon that Text is, Vin; potor 
deriſor Dez hominxmue eſſe folet : A Drunkard js wont to 
be 
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be a De:ider of God and ,Men. It hath been uſual with 
Drunkards in former, as well as theſe dayes, to ſing Songs 
of the People of God: Pat. 69. 12. 1 am the Sond of . 
Druakards. Now this mocking the Miniſters and People 
ot God 1s a grievous Sin, it brings down wrath without 
Remedy ;- 2 Chror. 36. 16. They mocked the Meſſeaoers of 
God, and deſpiſed his words, and miſuſed his Prophets, until! 
the mrath of the Lord aroſe againſt his People, till there was 
9 Remedy. Mockers bring upon tHemſelves mighty and 
unavoidable Judgments. 1/a. 28. 24. Now therefore be ye 
not Mockers, leſt your bands be mad? ſtronger. Forty two 
little Children were torn in pieces by two ſhe-Bears, for 
mocking a Prophet, and calling him Bala-head, 2 K#:2. 23, 
24. Andif God was ſo oftended with little Children for this 
{1n of Mocking a Prophet, that he ſent two Bears which tore 
in pieces forty two Children, how offenſive is it to the Lord, 
to hear thoſe that are come to mans Eſtate, knowing and 
underſtanding men, mock and ſcoft at his Servants * Though 
no Judgment come upon them 1n this World for their S1n, 
yet without Repentance a worle thing will come unto them ; 
they ſhall be rent and torn, that is, they ſhall be tormented 
in the other [World for ever by the Devil, who is a roaring 
Lyon, a far more dreadful Enemy than the Bears that tore 
. the little Children in pieces. 

(5.) Drunkards are uſually Swearers, and ſome of them 
will Swear dreadful Oaths, ſuch as would make a man 
tremble to hear them :-And Swearing, protane Swearing 
is an abominable Sin, and brings a man in danger of 
Hell Fire: Jam. 5. 12. But above all things, my Brethren, 
Swear not, neither by Heaven, neither by the Earth, neither 
by any other Oath ; but tet your Tea be Tea, and your Nay be 
Nay, teſt you fall into Condemnation. 

6.) Drunkards are oftentimes Perſecutors, and Smiters 
of their Fellow Servants : Mar. 24. 48, 49. If that Ewil 
Servant ſhall ſay in his Heart, My Lord delayeth his coming, 
and ſhall begin to ſmite his Fellon-Servants, and to eat and 
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arink with the drunken. They are ſuch which eat. nd drink 
with the drunken, that ſmite their Fellow-ſerve its; and 
ſmiting and perſecuting the Servants of Chriſt 4 a hai- 
nous Sin : he takes it as ill when his Servants:\re per- 
ſecuted, as it he himſelf was perſecuted : A#. gy'4. Saul, 
Saul, why perſecuteſt thou me ? Saul did not perſecutſe Chriſt 
in his own perſon, for he was in Heaven, fitting at his 
Fathers right hand : but he perſecuted Chritts Servants, 
and Chriſt was as much offended at the per ;cuting 
of his Members, as if he himſelf had been Perſecu- 
ted. 

(7.) Drunkenneſs caſts men into a deep Sleep, and ma- 
keth them dreadtully ſecure under thoſe Judgments that 
hang over their Heads. Prov. 23. 34. Tea, thou ſhalt be as 
one that lyeth down in the midſt of the Sea, or a he that 
lyeth on the top of the Maſt. Solomon. ſpeaking of ſuch 
that tarry long at the Wine, ſets out their | ger by 
one that lyeth on the Top of the Maſt in the mig F of the 
Sea, who is in danger every moment of falling into the 
Sea and to be drowned, .yet fears nothing whileſt he is 
aſteep : Such is the caſe of Drunkards, they are ih.danger 
of falling into Hell every day, and yet they fear nothing, :

I Ys: for neceſſity, not for - bad fellowſhip ; eſpecially

ſoon atter meat, which hinders due fermentation 
the ſtomach, and waſheth down before digeſtion be 
finiſhed : but after the firſt concoction, if you have a 
hot Stomach, a dry or coſtive Body, you may drink more 
freely than, others : or if zhirff importunes you at any 
time, to fatisfie, with a moderate draught is better than 
to forbear, 
Accu- 
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Accuſtom Youth and ſtrong Stomachs to /zzall drink ; 
but fronger drink, and Wine, to the infirm and aged : 
it cheais the Spirits, quicegs the Appetite, and helps Di- 
geltion, moderately taken : but being uſed in exceſs, dt 
iturbs the courſe of Nature, and procures many Diſeaſes : for 
 corpulent groſs and fat Bodies thinks abberfive peneth® 
ting Wines are belt, as White-Wize, Rheniſh, and ſuch like. 

For lean thin Bodies ; black, red and yellow Wines, 
ſweet, full bodied and fragrant, are more fit and agree- 
able; as Malaga, Muſcadel, Tent, Alicant and ſuch like. 

For Drink, whether it be wholſomer warmed than cold, 
is, much controverted ; ſome. ſtifly contending for the . 
one, .and ſome for the other :. I ſhall rather chuſe the 
middle way, with limitation and diſtinftion, than no 
upon all as a rule to be obſerved under the penalty of fortciting 
their health, the obſervations of the one or the other. 

There are three ſorts of perſons, one cannot drink cold 
Beer, the other cannot drink warm, the third, either w 
You that cannot drink cold Beer, to you it is hurtful, 
cools the Stomach, and checks it much : therefore keep to 
warm drink as a wholſome cuſtom: you that cannot drink 
warm Beer, that is, find no refreſhment, nor thirſt ſatisfied by 
it, you may drink it cold, nor is it injurious to you: you that 
are indifferent and can drinkeither,drink yours cold,or warm- 
cd, as the company does,fince your Stomach makes no choice. 

That warm drink is no bad cuſtom, but agreeable £0 
Nature in the generality ; Firſt, Becauſe it comes the 
neareſt to the natural temper of the Body, and ſimilia 
ſimilibus conſervantur, every thing is preſerved by its like, 
and deſtroyed by its contrary. Secondly, Though I do 
not hold it the principal Agent in digeſtion, yet it does 
excite, iS auxiliary, and a neceſſary concomitant of a good 
digeſtion, «t ſignum & cauſa. Thirdly, Onne frigus per 
ſe, & pro viribus deſtruit; Cold in its own nature, and accord- 
ing to the graduation of its power,eXtinguiſheth natural heat, 
and is deſtruQtive ; but per accidens,andas it is in grads remiſſo, 
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it may contemperate, allay, and refreſh, where heat abounds, 
and 1s exalted. 

Therefore as there is warzety of Palates, and Stomachs 
liking and agreeing beſt with ſuch kind of Meats and 
Drinks, which to others are utterly diſguſtful, diſagreein 
and injurious, though good in themſelves : ſo is it in Drink 
warmed or cold; what one finds a benefit in, the: other 
receives a prejudice ; at leaſt does not find that ſatisfaftion 
and refreſhment, under ſuch a qualification ; becauſe of 
the various natures, particular appetitions, and idioſyncra- 
tical properties of ſeveral bodies, one thing will not agree 
with all : Therefore he that cannot drink war», let him 
take it cc/d, and it is well to him ; but he that drinks 
it warm, does better. And this is to be underſtood in 
Winter, when the extremity of cold hath coxgelated and fixed 
Prinm theSpiritsof the Liquor ger 0" inattivity; which by a gen- 
—_— tle warmth are arfettered, volatile and brisk ; whereby the 
Zinere, 6 drink is more agreeable and.grateful to the Stomachs fgrmen- 
cundum «4 ting heat, being {0 POpares, than tobe made o by it. 
aritaren, There are three forts of Drimkers: one drinks to ſa-

It is a Canon eſtabliſhed-upon good: reaſon ; That every omni 
thing exceeding its juſt bounds, and golden mediocrity, is hurtful to mim nate 
Nature. The belt of things are not excepted in this ge- 4% 
neral rule; but are reſtrained and limited here to a due © 
proportion. The ſupports of Life may prove the procurers of 
Death,if not qualitiedand made. wholfom by this correQtive. 

Meat and drink is nolonger ſuſtenance, but a load and over- 
charge, if they exceed the quazrum due to each particular per- 
ſon ; and then they are not, what they are properly in them- 
{elves, and by the appointment of Nature, the preſervatives of 
Lifeand Health ; but the cauſes of ſickneſs, and conſequently 
of Death. | . 

Drink was not appointed man, to diſcompoſe and dif. 
order him in all his faculties, but to /app/y, nouriſh, and 
ſtrengthen them. Drink exceeding its meaſure, is. no 
longer a refreſhment,” to irrigate and | water the thirſty 
body, but makes an inundation to drown and fuffocate 
the vital powers, Tt puts a man out of the ſtate-of Health, 
and repreſents him in ſuch a degenerate condition both 
in reſpeQt of body and mind, that we may look upon the 
man, as going out of the World, becauſe heis already gone 
out of himſelf,and ſtrangely metamorphoſed from what he was. 

I never knew fekweſs or a Dyſeaſe, to be good prevent- 
ing Phyſick; and to be drunk, is no other than an . un- 
ſound ſtate, and the whole. body out of frame by this 
great change. What difference js there between ſickneſs 
and drunkenneſs? Truly I cannot diſtinguiſh them other- 
wiſe than as genus and ſpecies : Drunkenneſs being a ra- 
ging Diſeaſe, denominated and diſtinguiſhed from other 
{ickneſles, by its procatardick or procuring cauſe, Drink. 

K 2 That 
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That Drunkenneſs is a Difeafe or Sickneſs, will ap- 
pear in that it hath all the requiſites to cotitrute a Di/- 
eaſe, and is far diſtant from a ſtate of Health : for as Health 
ts the free and, regular diſcharge of all the fani#ions of the 
Body and Mind ; and ſickneſs, when the funi#ions are not 
performed, or weakly and depravedly : then Ebriety may 
properly be ſaid to be a Diſcaſe or ſickneſs, becauſe it 
hath the {tomptone and diagnoſtick ſigns of an acute and 
great Dilcaſe : for, during the time of drankenrneſs, and 
ome time after, few of the. faculties perform rightly, 
but very depravedly and preternaturally : if we examine 
the intellefFual faculties, we ſhall find the reaſon gone, 
the memory loſt or much abated, and the wi ſtrangely 
perverted : if we look into the ſexſitive faculties, they 
are diſordered, and their furiions impedited or perform- 
ed very deficiently : the eyes do not ſee well, nor the 
ears hear well, nor the palate relliſh, &*c. The ſpeech 
faulters and is imperfect; the fomach perhaps vomits or 
nauſeates ; his /egs fail : Indeed if we look through the 
whole man, we ſhall fee all the faculties depraved, and 
their funCtions eithef not executed, or very diſorderly, 
and with much deficiency. | 

Now according to theſe ſymptoms in other ſickneſſes, we 
judge a. man not likely to live long ; and that it is very 
hard he ſhould recover; the danger is ſo great from the 
many threatning /ymproms that attend this ſickneſs, and 
proguoſticate a bad event : here is nothing appears ſaluti- 
ry; but from, head to foot, the Diſeaſe is prevalent * in 
every part ; which being collated, the ſywdrom 18 /ethal, and 
Judgment-to be given ſo. 

Surely then Drunkenneſs is a very great Diſeaſe for the 
time ; but becauſe it is not uſually mortal, nor laſts long; 
therefore it is {lighted, and look't upon as a trivial matter 
that will cure it felf. But now the queſtion may be asked, 
Why is not Drankenzeſs uſually mortal ; ſince the ſame ſigns 
in other Diſeaſes are accounted worzal, and the event proves 
it 
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it ſo ? To whichTI anſwer; All-the hopes we have that a 
man druzt ſhould live, is; Firſt, From common experience 
that it is not deadly : Secondly, From the nature of the Pri- 
mitive Or procuring Cauſe, ſtrong Drink or Wine ; which al- 
though it rage, and ſtrangely diſcompoſe the man for a time, 
yet it laſts not long, nor 1s »zortal. The 7inebriating ſpirits 
of the liquor, flowing in ſo faſt, and joyning with the ſpirits 
of mans body, make fo high a tide, that overflows all the 
banks and boumds of order : For, the ſpirits of mans body, 
thoſe azents incach faculty, att ſmoothly, regularly and con- 
ſtantly, with a moderate ſupply ; but being overcharged, 
and forced out of their natural courſe, -and exerciſe of their 
duty, by the large addition of farious ſpirits; ſpurs the fun- 
Qtions into ſtrange diſorders, as if nature were confliting 
with death and diſſolution : but yet it proves not mort al, 
And this, firſt, becauſe theſe advertitions ſpirits are amica- 
ble and friendly to our bodies 1n their own nature, and there- 
fore not ſo deadly injurious, as that which is not ſo familiar or 
NOXIOUs, | 
Secondly, Becauſe they are very wolztile, light and ative ; 
Nature therefore does much ſooner recever herſelf, :ranſpires 
and ſends forth the overplas received ; than if the Morbifick 
matter were more ponderous and fixed ; the gravamen from 
thence would be much worſe and longer in removing : as an 
over-charge of Meat, Bread, Fruit, or ſuch like ſubſtances 
not ſpirituous ; but dull and heavy ( comparative )) is of 
more difficult digeſtion, and layes a greater and more dan- 
erous load upon the faculties, Ls not ſuch volatile brisk 
Fries to aſſiſt Nature, nor of ſo liquid a fine ſubſtance, of 
quicker andeaſier digeſtion : So that the /[ymproms from thence 
are much more dangerous, than thoſe peracute diſtempers ari- 
ſing from Liquors. So likewiſe thoſe bad /ymproms in other 
Dilzaſes are more to be feared and accounted mortal ( than 
the like ariſing from drunkenneſs) becaule thole perhaps de- 
end upon maliznant cauſes ; or ſuch as by time are radicated 
in the body ; or from the defeCtion of ſome principal parg 3 
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Þut the ſtorm and diſcompoſure ariſing from drunkenneſs, as 
It is ſuddenly raiſed, ſo commonly it ſoon falls, dependin 
upon benign cauſes, and a ſpirituous matter, that layes not ſo 
great an oppreſſion ; but izebriates the ſpirits, that they a& 
very diſorderly and-unwontedly ; or by the ſoporiferons ver- 
tue, /tubifies them tor a time, untilthey recover their apiliry 

again. -, 

Suk all this while, 1 do not ſee, that to be drunk once a'month 
ſhould prove good Phyſick : all I think that can be faid in 
this behalf, is; that by overcharging the Stomach, wmiting 
7s procured; 'and ſo carries oft ſomething that was lodged there, 
which might breed Diſcaſes. 

This. is a bad excuſe tor good Fellows, and a: poor. plea for 
drunkenneſs : for the gaining of one ſuppoſed benefit ( which 
might be obtained otherwiſe ) you introduce twenty 7con- 
veniences by it. Ido not like the preventing of one Diſeaſe 
that »zay be, by procuring of one at the riſing certainly, and 
many hereafter molt probably : and ifthe Diſeaſe feared, or 
may be, could be prevented no otherwiſe, but by this drunkez 
means ; then that might tolerate and allow it : but there are 
other wayes better and ſafer to cleanſe the body either upwars's 
or dowawards, than by overcharging with ſtrong drink, and 
making the man to «wa himſelf ; the evil conſequents of 
which are many, the benefit hoped for, but pretended; or if 
atiy, but very ſmalfand inconſiderable. 

Andalthbugh, as ſaid before, the druakey fit is not mortal, 
and the danger perhaps not great for the preſent ; yet thoſe 
drunken bouts being repeated ; the relifs do accumulate, de- 
bilitate Nature, and Jay the foundation of many chronick Di/- 
eaſes, Nor can it be expected otherwiſe ; but you may juit- 
ly conclude from the manifeſt irregular attions which appear 
to us exterzally, that the functions within alſo, and their mo- 
tions are {trangely diſordered : for, the outward madneſs and 
unwonted actions, proceed from the internal impulſes, and 
diſordered motions of the faculties : which general diſtur- 


bance and diſcompoſure (being frequent) mult needs Frey 
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the economy and government of humane Nature ; and conſe- 
quently ruine the Fabrick of mans body. 

The ill effects, and more eminent produQts of Ebriety, are; . 
firſt, Achangins of the natural tone of the Stomach, and aliena- - 
ting the digeſtive faculty ; That inſtead of a good tranſmuta- 
tion of food, a degenerate Chyle is produced. Common 
experience tells, that after a dranken debauch, the ſtomach 
loſeth its appetite, and acutenels of digeſtion ; as belching, }. 
thirſt, diſreliſh, nauſeating, do certainly teſtifie : yet to ſup- 
port nature, and continue the cuſtom of eating, ſome food is. 
received ; but we cannot expect from ſuch a Stomach that a 
good digeſtion ſhould follow : and itis ſome dayes before the 
Stomach recover itsexcraſy, and perform its office well : and 
if theſe miſcarriages happen but /e/dom, the injury is the leſs, 
and-ſooner recompenced ; but by the frequent repetition of. 
theſe ruinous practices, the Stomach is overthrown and. ali- - 
enated from its integrity. | 

Secondly, Ar unwholſom corpulency and cachetick  plenitude 


of body does follow : or a degenerate macilency, and a decayed con- A Caer- 
umptive conſtitution. Great Drinkers that continue it long, #79; or - 


few of them eſcape, but fall into one of theſe conditions and ha- 
bit of body : for, ifthe Stomach diſcharge not its officeatight, 
the ſubſequent digeſtions will aſobe defective. So great a'con- 
ſent and dependance 1s there upon the Stomach ; that other 
arts cannot perform their duty, if this leading principal Part 
þe perverted and debauched : nor can it be exvetted other- 
wile ; for, from this Laboratory and prime office of digeſtion, _ 
all the parts muſt receive their. ſupply.; which being not ſuit- 
able,but depraved,are drawn into debaxchery allo, and a degeire- - 
rate ſtate; & the whole Body fed with vitious alimentary ſucewe. 
Now that different produtts or habits of body. ſhould ariſe from the - 
ſame kind of debauchery, happens upon this ſcore. As there are-diffe- + 
rent properties and conditions of bodies ; fo the reſult from the ſafe pro- 
curing cauſes ſhall be much different and .various: one puffs up, fills, 
and grows hydropical z another pines away, and falls Conſumptive, from + 
exceſs in_drinking z and this proceeds from the different dz/poſir:on of 


parts : for, in ſome perſons, although the Fomach be vitiated, yet the 
ſtrength 
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ſtrength of the ſubſequent digeſtions is ſo great, from the integrity and 
vigot-of thoſe parts deſtinated to ſuch offices; that they aCt ſtreynoyſly, 
though their objet# matter be tran{mitted to them iniperfect and degene- 

-rate : und therefore do keep the body plump and fall, although the juyces 

.be Foul; and of a depraved nature. Others e contra, whole parts are 
not {o firm and vigorous ; that will not act upon any ſcore, but with 
their proper objett 3 does not endeavour a tranſmutation of ſuch aliene 
matter, va receiving it with a nice relnftance, tranſmits it to be evacua- 
ted and ſent forth by the next cowenient ducture, or emunctory : and 

rom hence the body is fraſtrated of nutrition, and falls away : So that 
the pouring in of much liquor (alihough it be good in /xa narxra)) does 
not beget much aliment, but waſheth through the body, and is not al- 
ſimilated. 

Buthere ſome may object and think ; That waſhing of the body through 
with geod Liquor, ſhould cleanſe the body, and make it fit for nouriſhment, 
«nd be like good Phyſich for « foul body.But the effect proves the contrary; 
and it is but reaſon it ſhould be io : for, ſuppole the Liquor (whether 
Wine, or other) be pure and good ; yet when the ſpirze is drawn off 
fromir, the remainder is but dead, flat, thick, and a muday fleem. As 
we find in the diſtillation of Wine, or other Liquors; fo it is 11 -mans 
body : the ſpirit is drawn off firſt, and all the parts of mans body are rea- 
dy Receivers, and do imbibe that /impid congenerous enlivener, freely and 
readily : but the remainder, of greateſt proportion ; that heavy, dull, 
phlegmy part, and of a nqrcorick quality ; lies long fluctuating upon the 
digeſtions, and paſſeth but ſlowly ; turns ſowre, and vitiates the Cra- 
ſes of the parts : So that this great inundation, and ſuppoſed waſhing of 
the body, does but drown the Faculties, ſtxpifie or choak, the Spirits, 
and defile all the Parts 3 not pwegs and cleanſe. And although the more 
ſubtile and thinner portion, palſeth away in ſome perſons pretty free- 
ly by Urine; yetthegroſſer and worſe part ſtayes behind, and clogs in 
the percolation. 

A third injury, and common, manifeſt prejudice from intemperate 
drinking, is; An imbecillity of the Nerves; which is procured from the 
diſorderly motions of the Animal Spirits; being impulſed and agitated 

reternaturally by the inebr:atin ſivir of ſtrong Liquors ; which v4- 
ration being Gm_— begets a habit, and canſeth a trepidation of Mem- 


rs.
